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PROTESTERS FIGHT 
NEW SMART METERS 



Going against the flow: Campaigners are opposed to the smart water meters 


A CAMPAIGN of resistance is being 
waged by residents of three South 
Tottenham streets against Thames 
Water’s installation of controversial 
smart water meters. 

Defiant householders in Argyle Road, Vic¬ 
arage Road and Sutherland Road complain the 
meters, which wirelessly record and transmit 
how much water a home uses, are effectively 
surveillance devices - a claim the utility com¬ 
pany strongly refutes. 

The campaigners claim there has been a lack 
of public consultation with Thames Water fail¬ 
ing to inform customers that smart meters are 
not compulsory - and they accuse the company 
of selling its customers a “pig in a poke”. 

Work to dig up pavements and install the 
meters has been held up by the residents’ deter¬ 
mined stand with Stop - Do Not Fit A Water 
Meter posters displayed in the windows of many 
of their homes. 

Thames Water is rolling out smart meters to all 
Haringey homes as well as across London and 
the Thames Valley - a region where demand for 
water outstrips supply. 

It says metered users consume 12 per cent less 
than households paying a fixed rate charge and 
claim it’s fairer as householders pay for what 
they use and are provided with the opportunity 
to monitor use and thereby reduce bills. 

But the Tottenham campaigners complain they 
are being denied a choice as to whether they 
want to remain on a standard fixed rate, or opt 
for an analogue meter instead. 

“Thames Water has no legislative powers to 
compel customers to accept a smart meter,” said 
Argyle Road resident and campaign spokesman 
Andy Cronin. “They are banking on people’s 


ignorance. We have had no consultation and 
sending out letters notifying people work is 
starting is not considered consultation.” 

Mr Cronin said that risks associated with 
smart meters included higher bills for some 
households, privacy violations, collection of 
customers’ data and the potential security threat 
from data being hacked. 

“Those are material facts which should be 
disclosed to customers in a public consultation 
before they give their informed consent,” 
he added. 

Campaigners are also demanding that 
Haringey Council, which issues the highways 
permits to Thames Water for the work, fulfils 
what they say are statutory responsibilities by 
enforcing consumer protection legislation relat¬ 
ing to the smart water product as well as the 
inadequate consultation. 

Thames Water insists that smart meters are not 


surveillance devices and do not collect any 
information other than how much water a cus¬ 
tomer uses. These, it said, were sent to its 
“secure database using robust encryption”. 

“Talking to our customers about what we’re 
doing and why is very important to us and we’ve 
found face-to-face conversations to be most 
effective,” said a spokesman, 

“In Haringey, we’ve so far managed to speak 
to more than 70 per cent of customers in this way 
and we’ll keep trying to reach the rest. 

“Installing smart water meters is a big part 
of our long-term plan to address the water 
supply and demand gap forecasted for London,” 
he added. 

“The biggest benefit to customers will be that 
it puts them more in control of their water use 
and we help them to adjust over the next two 
years. It also means we can detect more leaks, 
which we fix for free, to also save water.” 


Housing schemes offer hope to first-time buyers 


FIRST-TIME buyers are being given a leg-up on the 
property ladder as part of three housing schemes 
delivering 200 affordable homes in Haringey. 

The council gave planning approval to the devel¬ 
opments last week.

One of those sites in Keston Road, Totten¬ 
ham, is being built by developers Pocket Liv¬ 
ing, who provide starter homes at prices 
guaranteed to be 20 per cent cheaper than sim¬ 
ilar properties in the area. 

They are providing 126 residential homes 
with a mix of 16 three-bedroom and 110 one 
and two-bedroom flats - 98 of them for sale at 
20 per cent cheaper than the surrounding 
market rate. 

The scheme will also include a new nursery 
and community centre. 

At Monument Way in Tottenham Hale, 
Newlon Housing Trust will build 54 new homes 
for affordable rent with the accommodation a 
mix 12 one-bedroom, 24 two-bedroom and 18 
three-bedroom properties. 


And on the site of the former Coppetts Wood 
Hospital, in Muswell Hill, Catalyst Housing 
will construct 80 new homes - 69 flats and 
11 houses, more than half of which will be 
affordable with 18 available for rent and 25 for 
shared ownership. 

“Residents tell us they want to see more 
affordable housing in the borough and securing 
planning permission for these developments 
is a big step forward in our ambitions to 
deliver more homes for local people to buy 
and rent,” said Alan Strickland, Haringey Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for housing, regeneration 
and planning. 

“We look forward to working with the devel¬ 
opers to get these properties built as soon 
as possible.”

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MP voices concerns over M25 
junction improvements | r «

THE borough’s already overcrowded 
roads could face extra traffic conges¬ 
tion as a result of the scheme to ease 
misery at busy junction 25 of the M25 
motorway, MP Joan Ryan has warned. 

The Enfield North MP claims High¬ 
ways England’s planned improvements 
to upgrade the junction will do little to 
alleviate the long-standing pressure on 
the road network in her constituency. 

She claims the scheme has the poten¬ 
tial to increase traffic along the busy 
AlO/Great Cambridge Road and 
Bullsmoor Lane, adding to the prob¬ 
lems of congestion, pollution and noise 
that have blighted the area for years 

She has raised concerns about the 
“detrimental” effect of the scheme in a 
letter to the chief executive of High¬ 
ways England. 

She says residents living along and 
near the A1055/Bullsmoor Lane have 
“suffered greatly” from heavy lorries 
and cars leaving the M25 at junction 25 
and using their road as a route to and 


from the Brimsdown industrial estate 
and into central London - and she points 
out that within the area are several 
schools and colleges with thousands of 
students breathing in the pollution. 

“In my discussions with Enfield 
Council, I understand their traffic mod¬ 
elling has indicated that the scheme pro¬ 
posed by Highways England, on its own, 
has the potential to exacerbate the cur¬ 
rent situation and increase the amount 
of traffic along the Great Cambridge 
Road and Bullsmoor Lane,” she said. 


“We cannot accept a situation which 
makes residents’ lives worse, not better, 
especially when the whole borough has 
already been declared an air quality 
management area by the council.” 

Although the MP agreed that the 
junction 25 improvements were needed, 
she described them as “a partial solu¬ 
tion”, providing only “minor improve¬ 
ments in the short term”. 

She called for Highways England to 
revise its own estimates of traffic flows 
during the works, which are scheduled 
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Concerned: Enfield North MP 
Joan Ryan says the M25 junction 
scheme could increase traffic 
congestion, pollution and noise 

to start in March 2020 - and she 
demanded reassurances that they 
formed part of a comprehensive strat¬ 
egy and weren’t in isolation from mea¬ 
sures such as the Northern Gateway 
Access Road - the proposed scheme to 
relieve congestion at Bullsmoor Lane 
and the A10 by linking Mollison 
Avenue, at Innova Park, Enfield Lock, 
to junction 26 of the M25 via the A121 
at Dowding Way, in Waltham Abbey, 
which has been on the drawing board 
for more than 15 years. 


Woman dies 
in tragedy at 
train station 


A WOMAN died after she was struck 
by a train at Brimsdown station on 
Sunday afternoon. 

The woman, who is yet to be identi¬ 
fied, was pronounced dead at the 
scene after she was hit at the station, 
in Green Street, by a train travelling 


from Liverpool Street to Stansted. 

A spokeswoman for British 
Transport Police said: “We were 
called at 1.33pm and attended 
alongside colleagues from the 
ambulance service. 

“Sadly, a woman died at the scene. 


Her death is not believed to be 
suspicious and a file has been 
prepared for the coroner.” 

Police taped off the area and 
the station was closed for two 
hours with no trains running in 
either direction.

Supermarket fined £300,000 after 
pleading guilty to hygiene offences 


SUPERMARKET giant Asda has been 
slapped with a £300,000 fine after a 
string of hygiene failings were found 
during an inspection by council officers. 

Food safety officers discovered dead 
mice and flies in the bread section at 
the distribution centre, in Southbury 
Road, Enfield, on May 27 last year. 


Mouse droppings were also found, 
along with packets of cereal and sugar, 
gnawed by rodents, on the home-bak¬ 
ing aisle as well as fly larvae, spilt food 
and rotting coriander. 

Asda pleaded guilty to three breaches 
of the Food Safety and Hygiene (Eng¬ 
land) Regulations 2013 at Highbury 


Corner magistrates’ court last Friday. 
The company was also ordered to pay 
costs of £4,843.61. 

Daniel Anderson, Enfield Council’s 
cabinet member for environment, said: 
“It beggars belief that a national 
retailer would allow food to be stored 
in an environment where rodents are 


running riot. It is simply unacceptable 
for customers to be exposed to the 
potential risk of harm because a 
company cannot get its house in order 
and store foodstuff in a safe and 
hygienic manner. 

“I am therefore pleased that magis¬ 
trates have taken a tough stance and 


issued a heavy penalty. Hopefully, 
it will send out a strong message to 
all retailers that we will not tolerate 
them being less than properly vigilant 
and ensuring their staff abide by 
their own stated hygiene policies to 
protect the health and well-being of 
their customers.”

Bliss: A survey claims that 
people in Enfield are the 
most satisfied in the UK

IF YOU’RE feeling good about 
your life, then maybe it’s 
because you live in Enfield. 

Strange but true - because the 
borough has the most satisfied 
people in the UK, a report says. 

Enfield’s 330,000 residents 
have topped a survey of well¬ 
being. A new study, based on 
data from the Office of 
National Statistics, has 
revealed the places in the UK 
with the largest gaps between 
those who are struggling and 
those who are most satisfied 
with life. 

More than 150,000 people 
across the UK - including sev¬ 
eral hundred from Enfield - 
answered four questions by the 
study organisers What Works 
Centre for Well-being. 

On a scale of nought to ten, 
people were asked: 

• How happy did you feel 
yesterday? 

• How satisfied are you with 
your life nowadays? 

• To what extent do you feel 
the things you do in your life 
are worthwhile? 

• How anxious did you feel 
yesterday? 

And once all the responses 
were analysed closely it turned 


out that Enfield has the small¬ 
est gap between those who 
are unhappy and those who 
are satisfied. 

This meant, the survey con¬ 
cluded, that Enfield wasn’t nec¬ 
essarily the happiest place in 
the UK, but the most satisfied. 

Places like the depressed 
south Wales valleys or once- 
powerful industrial areas have 
the biggest gap. 

The research also suggests 
that areas with the biggest 
overall differences in well¬ 
being were more likely to vote 
to leave the EU. Enfield voted 
remain in last June’s referen¬ 
dum by 56 to 44 per cent. 

The report’s writers said: 
“Well-being, put simply, is 
about, ‘How we are doing’. 
People tend to rate their well¬ 
being based on a huge range of 
factors, including health, edu¬ 
cation, income, relationships, 
crime and employment. 

“This means that a well¬ 


being inequality measure pro¬ 
vides much richer information 
than a more narrow focus on 
income inequality. 

“It has long been recognised 
that measuring people’s income 
or income inequality does not 
tell us the whole story about 
how their lives are going. In 
recent years, more attention has 
been paid to measuring average 
well-being instead as this gets 
closer to the real experience 
people have of their lives. 

“But this report is the first to 
measure ‘well-being inequal¬ 
ity’, which can pinpoint those 
places where there is the great¬ 
est disparity between those 
who feel satisfied with their 
lives and those who do not.” 

Researchers hope that their 
research across the 143 coun¬ 
cils in England, Wales and 
Scotland will help officials 
pinpoint what they can do to 
reduce the “well-being gaps” in 
their area.

A TORY councillor is calling for the EU flag to 
be removed from outside Enfield’s civic centre 
following the vote to leave Europe. 

Alessandro Georgiou, a councillor for South- 
gate Green, says it is high time the flag was taken 
down and replaced with the Union Jack. 

He said: “I believe in Enfield we are the best of 
Britain and we should be proud to be that. 

“Even though the borough of Enfield voted to 
remain, the point is that the country as a whole 
voted to leave and we need to respect that. 

“I respect democracy and know there are peo¬ 
ple who voted to leave who agree with me and 
would like to see the EU flag taken down.” 


The flag still flutters over the civic centre, 
in Silver Street, Enfield Town, following the 
country’s decision in June last year to leave 
the EU. 

Mr Georgiou has put forward a motion “on 
several occasions” to full council calling for the 
flag to be removed. 

He also wants to begin each full council meet¬ 
ing with councillors singing the National Anthem, 
but to date his motions have not been debated. 

Mr Georgiou said it was a subject he felt very 
passionate about. 

He added: “I will keep on putting forward this 
motion, right up until my last day on the council.” 

A council spokesman said: “At the moment 
this is speculation. We cannot comment on a 
motion that has not yet been heard.”

Better Streets for Enfield has 450 


members and rising, including many 
drivers (I am one), people who walk 
and use public transport - and all want 
fewer car-dominated streets. 

The road improvements are coming 
to Enfield whether SOGL (Save Our 
Green Lanes) agrees or not. The 
scheme has the full support of both the 
local council and the mayor. If they 
cannot be stopped, what is the benefit 
of taking such a negative position? 

It just alienates a section of our com¬ 
munity, put off by the angry yellow 
posters, and will not get more people 
into the shops. 

Perhaps local traders should question 
whether SOGL is really acting in their 
best interests. 

We appreciate that this is a difficult 
time during the construction phase. 
Despite the hostility, residents will 
carry on shopping, getting our hair cut 
or enjoying the local cafes.

A missed opportunity 
to help our ailing NHS 


A BMA investigation into the cost of 
funding Sustainability and Transfor¬ 
mation Plans (STPs) paints a worrying 
picture with at least £9.5billion needed 
in capital funding across the country to 
successfully deliver the plans. 

North Central London was among the 
STP footprints requiring the largest 
amount of money, telling NHS England 
it would need an alarming £542million 
in capital funding in order to deliver 
these so-called “transformation” plans. 

This is on top of millions of pounds 
needed for a backlog of other repair 
work. With NHS budgets severely 
strained, funding from capital budgets 
is often used to prop up day-to-day 
running costs. The reality of what is 
needed to implement “transformation” 
plans is unachievable if the govern¬ 
ment does not provide the long-term 
investment desperately needed. 


The NHS and social system is at 
breaking point and the STP process 
could have offered a chance to deal 
with some of the problems - but from 
its inception, this process was carried 
out largely behind closed doors, with¬ 
out proper consultation and input from 
those on the front line. 

The plans are fast becoming unwork-

SEX and relationship education classes 
are to be made compulsory across UK 
schools following a successful cam¬ 
paign by MP David Burrowes. 

The MP for Enfield Southgate led a 
cross-party campaign with Basingstoke 
MP Maria Miller galvanising support 
from more than 40 MPs calling on the 
government to impose the changes. 

The government has announced 
that children from the age of four will 
be taught about healthy and safe 
relationships.

consultation later in the year to decide 
what stages of sex and relationships 
education are age-appropriate.

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Sex-change Lee explains 
how he had to live as Lisa

A FORMER Edmonton resident who underwent 
a sex change returned to the borough at the 
weekend to launch a book about his life story. 

Lee David Carter was born Lisa Carter at Chase 
Farm Hospital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, and 
lived in Chester Road, Edmonton, for 19 years. 

The 48-year-old signed copies of his memoir, 
Living with Lisa, on Saturday at Waterstones 
bookshop in Church Street, Enfield Town. 

By the age of 41, Lee was so overwhelmed 
with the feeling of being trapped inside a 
woman’s body that he made the decision to have 
gender reassignment surgery. 

He always felt he was born in the wrong body 
and could not identify himself as female. 

He left the then Salisbury Secondary School, in 
Turin Road, Edmonton, at the age of 16 and stud¬ 
ied at what was then Southgate Technical College, 
in High Street, Southgate, during the 1980s. 

While setting up a cleaning company in his 
20s, Lee performed at Southgate’s Chickenshed 
Theatre, in Chase Side. 

“My sexuality made it difficult to fit in, but 
acting was a way of escaping,” he said. 

He described his torment as gender dysphoria, 
a condition when a person is distressed because 
their gender identity and biological sex are dif¬ 
ferent. 

Growing up with a sister and brother, Lee was 
more prone to playing stereotypical boy games 
which he says was the beginning of his condition. 

“While my sister was playing with dolls, I was 
climbing trees and playing football with my 
brother and his friends,” he recalls. 

He said it was very difficult to talk about his 
condition growing up during the 1970s and 1980s, 
a time when those issues were never spoken about. 

Before his operation Lee had physical relation¬ 
ships with women, but didn’t identify himself as 
a lesbian.

“I always felt like a man and dated 
straight women, so I didn’t see 
myself as a lesbian,” he explained. 

He described waking up each 
morning as a woman as “painful” and hated hav¬ 
ing a female body. He bandaged over his breasts, 
so they weren’t visible through his clothes. 

After being referred to a doctor for gender 
reassignment surgery, Lee had to be assessed to 
ensure he was mentally fit for the transition. 

He had to live as a man for a year before 
surgery started and was given hormone replace¬ 
ment therapy injections to promote testosterone. 

Lee went through five major operations to 
completely change his gender including a mas¬ 


tectomy, hysterectomy and phallo¬ 
plasty - construction of the penis - 
and had a device installed so it func¬ 
tions. 

Lee recalls experiencing paranor¬ 
mal activities before his operations 
and says feathers from his guardian 
angel suddenly fell from the air. 

“I felt the angels around me,” he 
said. “I felt their presence - it was a 
profound feeling.” 

Lee was sent a gender recognition certificate 
confirming by law that he is male and changes 
have been to his passport, driving licence and 
birth certificate. 

He now lives in Clacton-on-Sea, in Essex, and 
is waiting until he finds “the right woman” to 
have a relationship with. 

“I would like to get married one day,” he said. 
“I feel completely fulfilled to be a man and 
very happy.”

RESIDENTS are being urged to 
shop around for cheaper energy 
deals after research revealed that 
Enfield customers were among the 
least likely to switch supplier. 

A study carried out by Citizens 
Advice Enfield found the borough 
had the fourth lowest energy sup¬ 
plier switching rate in England 
between October 2015 and Septem¬ 
ber last year. 

During that time only one in ten 
Enfield households had switched 
energy suppliers, saving an average 
of £145. 

The charity believes one reason 
for the low rate is because tenants in 
rented homes do not realise they can 
often change suppliers without per¬ 
mission from their landlord. 


It also said people were unaware 
that energy suppliers rarely charged 
termination fees for moving house. 

Citizens Advice Enfield’s energy 
champion Ewelina Pietruszkiewicz 
said that residents could save money 
if they considered other suppliers. 

“By staying with the same energy 
supplier year after year people in the 
area could be losing out on hun¬ 
dreds of pounds,” she said. 

“Switching to a new energy deal 
can help people make substantial 
savings on an essential living cost, 
but residents in Enfield aren’t 
switching enough.” 

The charity offers help to compare 
energy prices and to work out 
better deals for homeowners and 
private renters.

SCOUTS who spent a night sleeping rough to 
experience what it’s like for those living on the 
streets have raised £2,813 for a homeless charity. 

Members of the 22nd Southgate group staged 
the sponsored sleep-out for homeless charity The 
Passage, which runs a central London centre and 
hostel caring daily for up to 200 rough sleepers.

And contributing to the total sum were the pro¬ 
ceeds of another fundraising activity by the 
Scout, who helped pack customers’ shopping

The Scout group’s proud leader Chris Nagle 
said: “The event gave our Scouts a first-hand 
experience of surviving a night with nothing more 
than a cardboard shelter they had built themselves. 

“We were very proud of their willingness to 
sleep out in what was a cold night and experience 
a little of what life is like for people much less 
fortunate than themselves.” 

Mr Hollingsworth said The Passage was truly 
grateful for the Scouts’ generous support. 

“Last year, for example, we helped 127 people 
to end their homelessness through return to full¬ 
time employment,” he said.

A PALMERS GREEN fitness 
trainer is in the running for a 
prestigious award after organis¬ 
ing a charity event in memory 
of a friend who had diabetes.

Diabetes UK after arranging a 
fitness boot camp and family 
fun day to raise awareness 
about the disease. 

After her friend Androulla, 
who had type 2 diabetes, died 
in 2015, Sevinc wanted to high¬ 
light the benefits of regular 
exercise and a healthy diet to 
prevent the disease.

Androulla, who died at the 
age of 76, was the mother of 
Sevinc’s best friend, so her 
main focus of the event was to 
prevent the disease from affect¬ 
ing other families. 

“I lost a really good friend,” 
said Sevinc. “It was like losing 
my mum and I’ve never lost 
anyone before.” 

Experts from Diabetes UK 
gave talks on the seriousness of 
the disease and advice on 
how to reduce the chances of 
developing it. 

Sevinc works as a personal 
trainer and nutritional adviser 
and knows how important it is 
to have a balanced lifestyle. 

“People need to keep men¬ 
tally healthy and positive,” said 
the 47-year-old. “If they’re hav¬ 
ing a bad day, exercise can 


really help. It releases endor¬ 
phins and makes you stronger.” 

Sevinc also gave tips on 
healthy eating as well as fitness 
sessions and there were zumba 
dance work-outs and yoga. 

Children’s activities included 
face painting, a bouncy castle 
and football. A total of £1,817 
was raised on the day. 

“People take their health 
for granted and they need 
to take care of themselves,” 
added Sevinc. 

She will be attending the 
Inspire Awards ceremony later 
this month in central London, 
where a panel of judges will 
decide on the winner. 

“I was shocked when I found 
out, but it’s nice to be recog¬ 
nised and I’m looking forward 
to it.”

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Primetime film review 



Gorilla to be missed 


KONG: SKULL ISLAND 
(12A, 118 mins) 


M ANKIND tumbles several 
links down the food chain in 
Kong: Skull Island, a rollick¬ 
ing 1970s-set action adventure 
directed by Jordan Vogt-Roberts, 
which revives one of cinema's iconic 
monsters. 

Unfolding predominately on a 
Pacific island where “God did not fin¬ 
ish creation”, the picture unleashes a 
menagerie of hulking beasts as well 
as the titular ape and contrives a 
series of digitally rendered show¬ 
downs between these leviathans of a 
lost world. 

Kong's briskly edited ding-dongs 
ping-pong between the spectacular 
and the dizzying, choreographed to 
the relentless beat of Henry Jack¬ 
man's bombastic orchestral score. 

There are fleeting moments of 
humour to punctuate the carnage, 
like when a shadowy US official 
arrives by car in his nation's political 
capital, which is swarming with Viet¬ 
nam protesters, and deadpans: 
“Mark my words, there will never be 
a more screwed-up time in Washing¬ 
ton.” 

Very droll. 

Director Vogt-Roberts and his three 
screenwriters are apparently fans of 
Jurassic Park and its sequels. 

Key sequences pay homage to 
Steven Spielberg's dino-blockbuster, 
and Samuel L Jackson, who played 
the park's chief engineer, recycles one 
of his iconic lines of dialogue - “Hold 
onto your butts!” - in the guise of a 
squadron leader here shortly before 
the gargantuan primate starts swatting 
helicopters. 

Bill Randa (John Goodman) spear¬ 


heads a secretive government organ¬ 
isation called Monarch, which spe¬ 
cialises in “the hunt for massive 


unidentified terrestrial organisms”. 

He leads an exploratory geological 
survey to a Pacific island, which is 


encircled by an electrical storm, and 
sequesters Preston Packard (Jack- 
son) from Da Nang airbase to fly the 


mission. Packard corrals his best 
pilots and loads aircraft with sonic 
bombs to map the island's topogra¬ 
phy. 

Passengers include tracker James 
Conrad (Tom Hiddleston), anti-war 
photojournalist Mason Weaver (Brie 
Larson), geologist Houston Brooks 
(Corey Hawkins) and biologist San Lin 
(Tian Jing). 

The sonic weapons rouse a giant 
ape and the best-laid plans of men of 
science are smashed to smithereens. 

Crash-landed on the island, the sur¬ 
vivors encounter a crazed US airman 
called Hank Marlow (John C Reilly), 
who has been living wild for 28 years 
and 11 months since his aircraft was 
downed during the Second World 
War. 

“Kong is king around here,” con¬ 
firms Marlow and he joins the race 
against time to reach the extraction 
point. 

Kong: Skull Island angrily flexes its 
muscles, but punches below its 
weight. 

In moments of calm, character 
development is given disappointingly 
short shrift and cast including Oscar 
winner Larson are squandered in 
bland roles. 

Hiddleston is unconvincing as a for¬ 
mer British soldier, hired to lead the 
otherworldly expedition, and his 
swaggering hunk's centrepiece action 
sequence involving a samurai sword 
and gas mask is superfluous and 
almost laughable in its execution. 

A brief coda, nestled in the end 
credits, teases the head-on collision of 
monster franchises in next year's 
Godzilla: King Of The Monsters and 
the full-blown rumble Godzilla Vs 
Kong in summer 2020.

T HANKS to its innovative and 
quirky design, the Smart car is 
one of the most recognisable 
on the road. 

The latest model brought with it 
greater levels of technology and com¬ 
fort. Now esteemed tuning company 
Brabus have taken the ForTwo and 
breathed a little extra fire into it. 

The car’s three-cylinder engine has 
extra power and the suspension has 
been lowered to give the Smart not 
just better handling, but a meaner 
stance on the road. 

Add to that a muscular bodykit and 
you have a Smart that distances itself 
somewhat from the cutesy image that 
comes with the standard car. 

As previously mentioned, the 
Smart Brabus ForTwo is slightly 
more aggressive-looking than the 
city car it’s based on. You get a sports 
bodykit, 17-inch wheels and a rather 
sporty-looking chrome exhaust - 


which work together to give the car a 
much more substantial appearance on 
the road and one which is much 
closer to that found on parent com¬ 
pany Mercedes’ vehicles. 

Smarts have experienced varying 
popularity since the first City Coupe 
hit the road in 1998. The brand’s had 
many ups and downs, but appears to 
be returning to form. With better lev¬ 
els of reliability, as well as consis¬ 
tently good safety scores, Smart is a 
brand that very much seems on the 
up and up. 

At just 2,740mm long, you’d be 
forgiven for thinking the Smart 
Brabus ForTwo wouldn’t offer too 
much interior space. Compared to a 
conventional, it isn’t too roomy, but, 
given its diminutive footprint, there’s 
a lot more room than you think. 
There’s about 260 litres of boot space 
which, thanks to its depth, is more 
than enough for a weekend bag. 

There are plenty of cubbies in the 
interior, too, with a neat drawer that 


slides from underneath the gear- 
stick - ideal if you want to keep items 
like mobile phones out of sight. The 
Smart might be small, but it’s not dif¬ 
ficult to live with whatsoever. 

Despite its boxy proportions, the 
Smart is quite a hoot to drive. Thanks 
to Brabus’ attention to the suspen¬ 
sion, there’s not much body roll. The 
engine, when linked to a surprisingly 
sharp, six-speed dual-clutch gearbox, 
provides more than enough power 
which means that on country roads 
it’s a fair bit of fun. 

It’s not too unsettled on the motor¬ 
way either thanks to cruise control. It 
buzzes a fair bit at higher speeds, but 
it’s not too tiring a place to be for a 
longer drive. 

However, the Brabus is best suited 
to being around town. It nips in and 
out of traffic with eas, and parking is 
equally simple. 

You start looking out for the small¬ 
est possible spaces just to test your¬ 
self- and the car. 


Fuel economy sits at a respectable 
62.7mpg combined, which means 
you won’t have to fill up all that 
often, and the small tank doesn’t cost 
the earth to fill either. 

The Smart Brabus ForTwo starts at 
£16,320, rising to £19,135 for the 
higher-spec Xclusive model. There’s 
also a cabrio version, though this 
commands a premium, with the base 
car retailing for £18,105 and £21,275 
for the cabrio. 

This is a fair amount of money for 
such a small car. When you compare 
it to a standard hatchback, it does 
seem expensive, while being able to 
offer only a limited amount of practi¬ 
cality, as well as room for only two. 

If you’re not worried about trans¬ 
porting too many things or people, 
but more concerned about low-cost 
city motoring, then the Smart Brabus 
ForTwo could be just the car for you. 
It looks stylish, has decent levels of 
standard equipment and won’t cost 
the earth to run.

LLORIS’ JOY 
AT KEY WIN

SKIPPER Hugo Lloris was a happy 
man after Tottenham Hotspur 
secured a 3-2 victory at home to 
Everton on his 200th appearance 
for the club on Sunday. 

In-form Harry Kane was again 
the architect of Spurs’ win - a club 
record ninth successive home tri¬ 
umph in the Premier League - by 
scoring the first two goals as the 
side overcame a late fightback from 
the visitors to seal maximum points 
and stay second in the table, 
although Manchester City have the 
opportunity to go above them when 
they play their game in hand against 
Stoke City tonight. 

And goalkeeper Lloris was 
delighted that they managed to 
overcome their late wobble to claim 
the victory. 

“At the end it’s a great feeling to 
get the three points,” he said. “We 
didn’t miss the opportunity after 
Arsenal and Manchester United 
dropped points and it was important 
to make the difference and that’s a 
good performance. 

“Until their first goal we put 
together a great performance, but 
then at 2-1 it was a typical Premier 
League game and anything could 
have happened. 

“At 3-1 we should not have 
switched off like we did for their 
free-kick when they made it 3-2, 
but finally it was three points and 
that was our target. Now we can rest 
with a good feeling. 

“I said before the game that the 
result was more important than my 
200th appearance, but maybe now I 
can open a bottle of champagne and 
share it with my family.” 


And manager Mauricio Pochettino 
was quick to pay tribute to Lloris 
after the French international 
reached his big milestone. 

“It’s amazing for him to reach 
200 appearances and I congratulate 
him,” he said. “Hugo is a great pro¬ 
fessional, a great goalkeeper and 
it’s fantastic for him. 

“Overall it was a very good win 
and a fantastic performance. We 
played a fantastic first half and the 
second half we dominated and played 
with good quality and a high tempo. 
I’m very pleased for everyone. 


“Everton were a very difficult 
opponent and we knew that. We 
played much better and if you see 
the score, maybe that’s not a fair 
reflection because that makes it 
look like a very competitive game.” 

Pochettino revealed that he has 
also not given up hope of catching 
runaway leaders Chelsea as they 
continue to chase honours on two 
fronts, with an FA Cup quarter-final 
at home to Millwall to look forward 
to this weekend. 

He added: “The most important 
things for us was to get the three 


points to keep our position in the 
table, fighting for the highest posi¬ 
tion and to be there if Chelsea fail. 

“The most important thing is to 
show the belief on the pitch and I 
think we showed that. We need to 
be there, it’s not up to us of course, 
but it’s up to us to be ready if Chelsea 
do slip up. 

“The team showed big confidence 
and that’s important for us because 
now we are at the most important 
period with the Premier League and 
FA Cup and we have that consis¬ 
tency and that belief.” 


Borough’s play-off hopes boosted by comfortable victory 


DEAN FENTON scored twice as Haringey 
Borough maintained their push for a place in 
the Ryman League North Division play-offs 
by easing to a 3-0 victory at home to Bury 
Town on Saturday.

minutes. Fenton turned provider on this 
occasion with a terrific pass to Benjamin, who 
drilled the ball into the net off the far post. 

Although McDonald did well to deny 
Pelling, Bury rarely looked like grabbing 
even a consolation goal and the hosts could 
easily have further extended their advantage 
as the second half progressed - with 
Durojaiye being denied by an excellent save 
from keeper Neil O’Sullivan and Fenton 
coming close to completing his hat-trick with 
a shot that swerved just wide.
